Court 
find* that none of the claim* filed 
is for a smaller aom than $7.50 a 
sbeep and some are even higher. 
At tbe same time the court finds 
hat some of tbe aheep owners | 
vbo are filing claims ranging 
from $7 50 to $10.00 a head sor 
.istmg their herds, for taxa¬ 
tion at tbe modest figure of $1 00 
to $1.50 per bead. These things 
look inconsistent to the Fiscal 
Court of Rockcastle, and here¬ 
after they will refuae to pay 
fancy prices for sheep killed by 
does. Tbe same state of affairs 
exists in this county, though not 
perhaps io so marked degree. 
One thing that cauaea the sheep 
to be valued so high, is the fact 
that it is s rare instance for the 
full* value to be paid.
